The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is sad- 
dened to report the first pedi- 
atric death within its 
four-county jurisdiction. The 
death was reported to the 
Health Department today, No- 
vember 12. 

Health officials express their 
sympathy to this family and all 
families who have experienced 
a loss or illness due to COVID- 
19. 

“Each COVID-19 death is 
heart-wrenching, but the loss of 
a child is a tragic and stark re- 
minder of the difficult circum- 
stances we are in throughout 
our county, state and nation,” 
said Health Officer Lisa Pea- 
cock and Medical Director Dr. 
Josh Meyerson. “Right now, we 
are seeing younger people get- 
ting sick and some require hos- 
pitalization. Every person lost 
to this virus, young or old, 
leaves a hole in the fabric of our 
communities.” 

The health department con- 
tinues to emphatically stress

a children’s hospital in Grand 
Rapids. She has multiple frac- 
tures and has had two surger- 
ies, but is expected to recover. 
Both of Leese and Kendall’s 
dogs were aboard the plane at 
the time of the crash and 
were killed in the crash. 

Jullian began flying part 
time for Island Airways in 
April. He was a school 
teacher. “When the pilot was 
about 10 miles out he radioed 
in and everything was nor- 
mal, he radioed again a cou- 
ple minutes out again, 
nothing wrong. So somewhere 
from that point until he 
crashed something went 
wrong,” said Sheriff Chuck 
Vondra. 

Senior officials say they’re 
beginning the investigation, 
but right now, there isn’t 
much information. “This air- 
plane did not have what is typ- 
ically referred to as black 
boxes but it did have a GPS 
onboard that we were able to 
download,” said John Bran- 
nen, Senior Air Safety Investi- 
gator of the National Air 
Safety Board. “We have not 
had a chance — we were able 
to download it, but we haven’t 
had the chance to look at the 
data and kind of interpret the 
data.” 

They’re also taking a look 
at how much the plane could 
have weighed at the time of 
the crash. “One of the things 
that we do look at and one of 
the things we’re doing today 
is, we took all the baggage 
from the airplane, we’re 
weighing all the baggage,” 
said Brannen. “Weight and 
balance is an important factor 
in aircraft so we’re looking at 
their load manifest to see if it 
matches up with what we ac- 
tually weighed.” 

According to Brannen, 
winds may have also been an 
issue and is something they 
are looking at. 

“The airplane was not 
under air traffic control,” said 
Brannen. “In other accidents, 
we would look at air traffic 
control. We’d look at the 
weather, things of that na- 
ture, things that could affect 
the flight and we’ll be examin-

moving forward, building on 
those things they (past com- 
missions) started,” said Ne- 
mecek. 

The first item on an 
agenda set before a new 
commission that ran on fis- 
cal responsibility was a pay 
raise. A six member com- 
pensation committee that is 
required to meet every other 
year to analyze the Mayor 
and City Commissioner’s 
annual compensation rec- 
ommended a 10% increase 
based on comparisons with 
other local communities. 
The last recommended com- 
pensation increase the City 
Commission has accepted 
was in 2017. “You guys are 
under paid,” said audience 
member and compensation 
committee member Cindy 
Banner. I think that you are 


deserving of it. I think it’s 
very difficult, especially 
with new commissioners 
coming in, to give yourself a 
raise.” Commissioner Marty 
Moody was the first to speak 
on the topic, “To sit here on 
the first night when a lot of 
what I personally ran on 
was dialing back the dollars 
a little bit and trying not to 
throw money out whenever 
we could, I just would re- 
spectfully decline.” A mo- 
tion was made by Moody to 
decline the recommenda- 
tion, seconded by LaSater, 
the motion passed 4 to 1 
with Neidhamer voting 
against. “Since I became a 
commissioner 58 minutes 
ago... and I just don’t want it 
to be projected that 58 min- 
utes in, the new commis- 
sioners voted in a raise for 
themselves,” said Nemecek.

90TH District Court awarded grants for its treatment courts 


Veterans in Emmet and 
Charlevoix counties will 
soon have additional options 
available should they find 
themselves facing some 
types of charges in the 90th 
District Court. 

The Honorable Angela J. 
Lasher recently learned the 
90th District Court has again 
been awarded $19,000 in 
grant funds to boost its sobri- 
ety court. The court had re- 
ceived the same grant last 
year. Lasher’s court was also 
awarded a grant for $12,000 
to facilitate a new veteran’s 
treatment court. 

The State Court Adminis- 
trative Office (SCAO) offers 
several grant opportunities 
to Michigan’s trial courts to 
help fund problem-solving, 
therapeutic jurisprudence 
programs that deal with 
charges related to drugs, al- 
cohol, and/or mental health. 

The 90th District Court 
began operating a sobriety 
court in 2007. In 2017, the 
SCAO announced that spe- 
cialty courts in Michigan 
would need to meet certain 
requirements to continue op- 
erating a treatment court. In 
June 2018, after a year-long 


certification process, the 
SCAO notified the 90th Dis- 
trict Court that its sobriety 
court had met the require- 
ments. 

Having a status as a certi- 
fied specialty court allows 
District Court staff to apply 
for grant funding. The 
$19,000 received by the 90th 
District Sobriety Court will 
be used to offset expenses 
that would otherwise be in- 
curred by the participant. 

The local sobriety court is 
a 24-month program avail- 
able to those charged with a 
second drunk driving of- 
fense. Those participating 
must wear an alcohol moni- 
toring bracelet for the first 90 
days of the program. Partici- 
pants are also drug-tested bi- 
weekly for the majority of 
the two-year program. 

Veteran’s treatment courts 
incorporate the principles of 
a sobriety court and mental 
health court to serve mili- 
tary veterans, and some- 
times active-duty personnel. 
The veteran’s courts pro- 
mote sobriety, recovery, and 
stability. Veterans treatment 
courts also rely on U.S. De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs 


health care networks, the 
Veterans Benefits Adminis- 
tration, volunteer veteran 
mentors, and veterans and 
veterans family support or- 
ganizations. 

The $12,000 grant awarded 
to the 90th District Court will 
help fund the position of a 
mentor coordinator, alcohol 
monitoring, and drug 
screens. 

“The grant money allows 
us to supplement the costs 
associated with providing 
these programs, easing the fi- 
nancial burden for the par- 
ticipants,” reported District 
Court Administrator 
Amanda Miller. “We don’t 
want our program to be cost 
prohibitive for people. These 
grants really help that.” 

Besides the early monitor- 
ing and testing, the intense 
treatment programs include 
enhanced supervision and 
counseling to assist those 
struggling with addiction. 
When the participants grad- 
uate from the treatment 
courts, they are discharged 
successfully from probation, 
clean and sober. 

“The primary focus is 
treatment and building a 


foundation of sobriety dur- 
ing the recovery program,” 
said Miller. 

Judge Lasher pointed out 
the sobriety court’s history 
of significantly decreasing 
recidivism as another impor- 
tant feature that affects other 
family members, friends, and 
employers, as well as the 
overall health and safety of 
the community. 

“Seeing firsthand how our 
sobriety court has helped 
make a difference in the lives 
of our participants is a re- 
minder that the court can 
bring about positive change,” 
said Judge Lasher. “We look 
forward to witnessing the 
same successes happen in 
our veteran’s court when it is 
established. It will be an 
honor for us to provide these 
additional options to the men 
and women who’ve served 
our country.” 

Miller said the 90th Dis- 
trict Court hopes to launch 
the veteran’s treatment court 
in the next few months. The 
court’s staff is in the process 
of training and team cre- 
ation at this time. 


Conservancy Offers Places for Both Hunters & Non-Hunters 


Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy provides opportunities 
to get out in the woods on 
lands that are open and 
lands that are closed to hunt- 
ing. 

Interactive maps of Con- 
servancy-owned nature pre- 
serves can be found at 
www.landtrust.org or on the 
free nature preserve app, 
LTC Explorer (Google or 
Apple app stores). A printed 
preserve map is also avail- 
able online or at our office 
near Harbor Springs. 

Dogs are allowed on most 
Conservancy preserves or re- 
serves, but they must be kept 
on a leash. Please respect 
that there may be children or 
people who are afraid of dogs 
on the trails and obey this 
statewide law. Dogs that are 
legally engaged in hunting 
on lands enrolled in the 
Commercial Forestry Act are 
not required to be on a leash. 

It is important to note that 
the majority of hunting oc- 
curs at dawn and dusk.

Rep. Borton backs funding for local police and first responders 


State Rep. Ken Borton, who 
serves on the House Appro- 
priations Committee, today 
announced his support for a 
new plan to support local po- 
lice, as well as other law en- 
forcement officers and first 
responders. 

The $250 million plan, con- 
tained in House Bill 5522, was 
rolled out by the committee 
at a hearing held today. 

“With extra resources 
available, our state has a 
unique opportunity this year 
to provide additional re- 
sources to local police depart- 
ments, and it could not have 
come at a better time,” said 


Borton, of Gaylord. “Some 
departments are struggling 
to keep a full force as stress 
and political detractors have 
made recruitment and reten- 
tion efforts more difficult. 
Our new plan will primarily 
target funding to help local 
law enforcement, bringing 
support for sheriffs, deputies, 
chiefs and officers in North- 
ern Michigan.” 

Borton said the plan 
would: 

Support recruitment and 
retention: Tuition assistance 
and grants would help 
prospective law enforcement 
officers afford academy train- 


ing. Local departments would 
be eligible for funding to sup- 
port job shadowing programs 
and signing bonuses for new 
recruits. Other resources will 
be used for marketing to re- 
cruit police officers, correc- 
tions officers and first 
responders. Another $7.5 mil- 
lion would provide mental 
health assistance for local 
law enforcement officers, first 
responders and other public 
safety staff. 

Strengthen community 
connections: A $10 million 
grant program would help 
improve relationships be- 
tween police officers and 


local residents through com- 
munity policing initiatives. A 
$15 million allocation would 
enable the Police Athletic 
League, a successful Detroit 
program involving commu- 
nity policing and mentorship, 
to expand to other communi- 
ties. 

Supply essential equip- 
ment: Other resources would 
help departments acquire 
equipment such as body cam- 
eras, riot gear, communica- 
tions equipment and first 
response kits. 

The plan remains under 
consideration by the commit- 
tee.

Saving the Beaver 
Island Lighthouse

Charlevoix County - A spe- 
cial meeting to discuss the 
future of the Beaver Island 
Lighthouse which is in need 
of substantial funding to re- 
pair and maintain was held 
on November 10 prior to the 
regularly scheduled Com- 
mission meeting. 

The lighthouse on Beaver 
Island has been jointly 
owned by Charlevoix County 
(51%) and Networks North- 
west (49%) since 2018. Net- 
works Northwest is an 
organization that manages 
various programs for the 10 
counties of Northwest 
Michigan in the areas of 
workforce, community, busi- 
ness and economic develop- 
ment. Networks Northwest 
has been an operational 
partner at the Beaver Island 
Lighthouse School and stew- 
ard of the property since 
1978. The property had been 
used for more than 25 years 
as an alternative education 
site by Northwest Michigan 
Works (a program of Net- 
works Northwest) and 
Charlevoix Schools. 

Several Island residents 
attended the meeting along 
with Networks Northwest 
CEO Matt McCauley. Mc- 
Cauley briefed the commis- 
sioners and audience on the 
history and present condi- 
tion of the lighthouse which 
according to Commissioner 
Robert Jess appears to be 
“blighted” property. “We felt 
because we had many 
decades of operations out 
there and obligation to the 
island, to the community 
and to the property to do 
everything we could to keep 
it in the public realm, and to 
make it a historical property 
now and into the future,” 
said McCauley. Several Is- 
land residents also ad- 
dressed the board, citing in 
kind services residents have 
provided to keep the light- 
house, which is the 3rd old- 
est on the Great Lakes,

ing may think the friend who 
is the landlord will give him a 
pass if the rent is late, and on 
a dozen other things.

The County and Networks 
Northwest have a 50 year 
historical easement on the 
lighthouse that requires that 
the historical character of 
the four original structures 
on the property be main- 
tained and that the property 
be opened to the public 12 
days out of every year. Only 
26 The 172 acres are devel- 
oped and it has over 2000 feet 
of Lake Michigan shoreline. 
“Let the minutes reflect and 
I would stand by this, that it 
is the most pure Michigan, 
Lake Michigan shoreline 
this state has to offer,” he 
said. “It is a postcard that 
you can only explain to 
someone by taking them 
there.” 

McCauley and island resi- 
dents expressed that the 
lighthouse property is an ex- 
tremely underutilized asset 
for the Island and Charlevoix 
County. “It’s not a common 
asset it’s an asset that is his- 
torical, is defined by legacy it 
is not just a recreational 
park it is something that peo- 
ple currently make time to 
journey to,” he said...The 
real potential opportunity 
associated with that prop- 
erty is once in a generation it 
is not something that is com- 
mon or normal.” 

Potential future uses for 
the property discussed at the 
meeting included as an edu- 
cational training site and 
dark sky park, always end- 
ing in the need to establish a 
plan and find funding. Com- 
missioner Ron Reinhardt ex- 
pressed concern about what 
maintaining the property 
will cost. All present agreed 
that developing a capital im- 
provement plan was the 
first, next step.

and it was not in violation of 
the bylaws. He explained why 
he wrote the letter, “I wanted 
to call to light some of the er- 
rors and issues that were in 
blatant violation of the by- 
laws of the Health Depart- 
ment in the way the meeting 
was being run by the com- 
missioner of Antrim 
County,” he explained. Chris- 
tensen also included a second 
letter notifying the BOH that 
Charlevoix County would be 
investigating the Health De- 
partment. “The unfortunate 
scenario right now is that all 
the issues at the Health De- 
partment are exacerbated 
under the masks and other 
arguments that are going on 
when the reality is that we’ve 
had questions and concerns 
about the Board of Health 
dating back to 2017,“ he said. 


The most prominent issue 
has been in the area of fi- 
nances. He said he sent the 
letters because the investiga- 
tion was going to become an 
agenda item. “The con- 
stituents that we represent, 
the voting public of 
Charlevoix County, were 
being disenfranchised by the 
way that that board was 
being operated and if I hadn’t 
written those letters, they 
wouldn’t have taken the ac- 
tions at the last meeting that 
they did to try and correct 
those,” he said. “This isn’t 
about their decisions this is 
about how the board is being 
run,” he said. Christensen 
clarified that neither of the 
letters he sent addressed the 
Health Officer or Medical Of- 
ficer. “It wasn’t about that, it 
was about how the Board of 


Health was being operated.” 
The violation in question was 
the cancelation of meetings 
and changing of venues and 
dates. Commissioner Jess 
maintained that using the let- 
terhead without consulting 
the rest of the commission 
was unethical. “I understand 
your concerns about using 
the letterhead, I can refrain 
from using board letter head 
in the future. I had written a 
letter, I asked Julia to submit 
it on my behalf as the chair- 
person of the county because 
I was and did have an agenda 
item to discuss the deficien- 
cies of the Health Depart- 
ment,” he concluded. 

The bills were paid and the 
meeting adjourned.

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Three DNR conservation officers honored in Lansing 


The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources re- 
cently resumed in-person 
award presentations for staff 
at the Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Commission meet- 
ing, held Nov. 10 at the 
Michigan Library and Histor- 
ical Center in Lansing. 

The department recog- 
nized conservation officers 
Tyler Sabuda and Andrea Er- 
ratt and retired Cpl. Ivan 
Perez. Sabuda received a dis- 
tinguished service award, 
and Erratt and Perez were 
presented as the 2019 and 
2020 Shikar Safari Officer of 
the Year recipients - the DNR 
Law Enforcement Division's 
highest honor, awarded annu- 
ally. The Shikar Safari award 
presentations were previ- 
ously delayed due to the pan- 
demic. 


CONSERVATION OFFICER 
TYLER SABUDA, DISTIN- 
GUISHED SERVICE AWARD 


Conservation Officer Tyler 
Sabuda, Iosco County, was 
honored with a distinguished 
service award after risking 
his own life to save the driver 
of a vehicle submerged in the 
Au Sable River. 

July 13 was arainy and 
overcast day. At 4:06 p.m., 
Sabuda received a call re- 
garding a fully submerged ve- 
hicle in the river, near Cooke 
Dam in Oscoda. The driver, 
Joseph Sand, 82, from Davi- 
son, was trapped inside the 
vehicle. 

The water temperature 
was 72 degrees, and the air 
temperature was 69 degrees. 
At the location just below 
Cooke Dam, the river is ap- 
proximately 230 feet wide 
with a fast-moving current. 

Sand and Rodney 
Weinzierl, 70, of Millington, 
were visiting Sand's nearby 
property. The two stopped at 
the lower Cooke Dam boat 
launch, where Weinzierl ex- 
ited the vehicle to smoke a 
cigar. Weinzierl said Sand

was turning the vehicle 
around and somehow drove 
into the river. 

Sabuda arrived at the 
scene at 4:19 p.m. When 
Sabuda reached the edge of 
the water, he could see a red 
vehicle completely sub- 
merged in 6 feet of water, ap- 
proximately 125 feet 
downstream of the launch 
and approximately 50 feet 
from water. 

Sabuda removed his uni- 
form in preparation the 
river's edge. 

Sabuda was advised by a 
bystander that Sand was in 
the vehicle and nobody on 
shore had yet attempted to 
enter the fast-moving to at- 
tempt a water rescue, at 
which point Greg Alexander, 
an officer with Oscoda Town- 
ship Police Department, ar- 
rived on scene and prepared 
to enter the water as well. 
Sabuda entered the water 
with his DNR-issued inflat- 
able life vest and a window 
punch. 

As Sabuda approached the 
vehicle, he could see Sand in 
the driver's seat with his seat- 


belt on and the window down. 


Fighting the strong current, 
Sabuda forced the door par- 
tially open, but the current 
kept closing the door on 
Sabuda's body while he at- 
tempted to remove Sand from 
the vehicle. 

Alexander arrived and was 
able to hold the door open so 
Sabuda could dive under the 
water, unfastem the seatbelt 
and remove Sand from the 
car. 

Sabuda and Alexander put 
the life vest on Sand and 
began swimming against the 
current toward shore. An in- 
dividual on a kayak assisted 
Sabuda, Alexander and Sand 
in getting back to shore. 

As Sabuda approached 
shore, he asked a firefighter 
to retrieve his automated ex- 
ternal defibrillator out of his 
patrol truck. When Sabuda 
arrived on shore, Danny Gal- 
lahar, an officer with Oscoda

Township Police Department, 
handed Sabuda his AED. 

Gallahar began CPR on 
Sand while Sabuda prepped 
Sand for treatment with the 
AED. The AED advised no 
shock so Sabuda ran to his 
patrol truck, got his Ambu 
Bag and returned to provide 
rescue breaths while Galla- 
har did chest compressions. 
The AED, again, advised no 
shock. 

At 4:33 p.m., paramedics 
transported Sand to Ascen- 
sion St. Joseph Hospital in 
Tawas City, where he was 
pronounced dead at approxi- 
mately 5:06 p.m. 

"Sabuda selflessly put his 
life in harm's way, in an at- 
tempt to save another, with- 
out hesitation," said Chief 
Gary Hagler, DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. "Sabuda 
received numerous cuts and 
bruises due to the harsh envi- 
ronment of the riverbed and 
fast current. While the out- 
come of events was unfortu- 
nate, it doesn't change the 
exemplary courage displayed 
by Sabuda." 


CONSERVATION OFFICER 
ANDREA ERRATT - 2019 
SHIKAR SAFARI OFFICER OF 
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Andrea Erratt began her 
career as a conservation offi- 
cer in November 1997. During 
her first month she made 25 
arrests for violations, includ- 
ing loaded guns in motor ve- 
hicles, illegal deer, untagged 
deer and traps and two 
drunken drivers. 

Erratt patrolled nearly 10 
years each in Cheboygan and 
Charlevoix counties and is 
currently assigned to Antrim 
County. During her career, 
she has helped resolve a wide 
variety of violations on be- 
half of the DNR and Depart- 
ment of Environment, Great 
Lakes, and Energy, including 
fish, game, snowmobile, ma- 
rine, ORV, illegal burning, 
timber theft, litter and illegal 
disposal of solid waste. 

Some of her accomplish- 
ments include: 

¢ Collecting over $22,000 in 
reimbursements due to game 
arrests, including illegal bull 
and cow elk, deer, trumpeter 
swan, bobcat, mink, otter and 
nonresident license fee cases. 

¢ Receiving a grant from 
International Wildlife 
Crimestoppers, Inc., for a 
new mechanical deer decoy 
and additional funding from 
the Charlevoix Rod and Gun 


Club. 

¢ Preparing 14 briefs for 
prosecution cases, ranging 
from unregistered snowmo- 
biles and illegal burning to il- 
legal deer and fish snagging. 

¢ Receiving a 2020 Citation 
of Professional Excellence for 
assisting with a hunter casu- 
alty investigation that re- 
sulted in a manslaughter 
conviction. 

¢ Locating more than 90 in- 
dividuals with illegal blinds 
and tree stands, which she 
found by patrolling state land 
on foot. 

"Erratt is an exemplary 
conservation officer and con- 
ducts herself with the high- 
est level of professionalism, 
which makes her a role 
model in the community and 
to other officers," said Chief 
Gary Hagler, DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. "Her en- 
thusiasm and dedication to 
the resources and her team 
make her an outstanding 
game warden." 


RETIRED CPL. IVAN PEREZ - 
2020 SHIKAR SAFARI OFFI- 
CER OF THE YEAR 


A Texas native, retired Cpl. 
Ivan Perez grew up hunting 
and fishing and was inter- 
ested in pursuing a career as 
a conservation officer. 

While enlisted in the U.S. 
Coast Guard, Perez was sta- 
tioned at U.S. Coast Guard 
Station Saginaw River, where 
he met conservation officers 
who docked their boats at the 
same pier. In 1995, Perez ful- 
filled his childhood dream 
and became a conservation 
officer, assigned to Ottawa 
County. 

During his 26-year career, 
Perez was involved in numer- 
ous lengthy investigations 
and prosecutions, including 
boating fatalities, working 
undercover to stop the spread 
of invasive species into the 
state, and several significant 
trophy deer and turkey inves- 
tigations. 


Based on his extensive 
knowledge and experience in 
boating and marine safety, in 
2019 Perez was promoted to a 
marine specialist corporal in 
the Law Enforcement Divi- 
sion's Recreational Safety Ed- 
ucation and Enforcement 
section - the first person to be 
placed in the new position. 

Within a year, Perez inves- 
tigated 10 permanent local 
watercraft controls, which 
are special rules for boating, 
and 10 temporary local water- 
craft controls, requiring ex- 
tensive communication and 
data collection. He also took 
it upon himself to research 
local boating events and con- 
tact the event coordinators to 
ensure the presence and par- 
ticipation of conservation of- 
ficers. 

During the coronavirus 
pandemic, Perez assisted 
with establishing online boat- 
ing safety classes for numer- 
ous state and federal entities 
so more people could safely 
enjoy the outdoors. 

"Perez's success can be at- 
tributed to his ability to cre- 
ate positive and long-lasting 
relationships within his com- 
munity and local municipali- 
ties, including local, state and 
federal officials," said Chief 
Gary Hagler, DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. 

Michigan conservation offi- 
cers are fully commissioned 
law enforcement officers who 
protect natural resources, en- 
sure recreational safety and 
protect residents by provid- 
ing general law enforcement 
duties and lifesaving opera- 
tions in the communities 
they serve. Due to the nature 
of their job, these officers 
often work with federal, state 
and local law enforcement of- 
ficers to ensure public safety.

How can hunters tell 
if it’s a button buck? 


Each year many hunters 
harvest buck fawns, com- 
monly called "button bucks," 
on antlerless deer licenses. 
Though legal, harvesting 
these deer may reduce the 
number of antlered bucks 
the following year. By learn- 
ing the difference between 
adult does and buck fawns 
and observing the following 
suggestions, hunters can 
make a conscious choice 
about whether to harvest a 
buck fawn. 

* Look at body shapes of 
deer. Adult does are different 
in shape from juvenile deer. 
The mature doe is rectangu- 
lar in shape with a long neck 
and face. Fawns are square- 
shaped and have a short 
neck and face. 

* Button bucks often travel 
alone, but adult does rarely 
do. Consider this when you 
observe a single antlerless 
deer. 

* Wait until more than 


three deer are together; then 
harvest one of the larger 
antlerless deer. 

* If two juvenile deer are 
without an adult, one will 
probably be a button buck. 
Normally the young male is 
larger than the female and 
may be mistaken for an adult 
doe because of its larger size. 
Look at the head of the deer. 
A doe's head is normally 
more rounded on top be- 
tween the ears, and a buck's 
head is flattened by the base 
of the antlers. 

* Look closely with binocu- 
lars for the antler bases on 
button bucks. 

* Wait until the deer are 
standing or moving slowly. It 
is easier to identify sex and 
age when deer are not run- 
ning or moving fast. 

* Shoot with good visibil- 
ity. Poor light and heavy 
cover make it difficult to de- 
termine sex and age. 


Safety is key to every 
successful hunt 


Michigan’s firearm deer 
season is one week out, and 
the DNR reminds everyone 
to always put safety first. 

Lt. Tom Wanless, who 
heads the DNR’s recreational 
safety, education and en- 
forcement programs, said al- 
though some safety tips seem 
like common sense, it’s criti- 
cal for anyone hunting with 
firearms to understand and 
frequently revisit safety ba- 
sics. 

“Success is not always 
about filling your tag, it’s 
about safely enjoying the ex- 
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perience and sharing with 
friends and family back at 
camp after the hunt,” Wan- 
less said. 

All hunters should: 

¢ Treat every firearm as if 
it is loaded. 

Be aware of their sur- 
roundings — know the target 
and what is beyond it. 

¢ Unload firearms when 
crossing obstacles and/or 
getting in or out of a tree 
stand. 

* Obey “no trespassing” 
signs; they are there for a 
reason. 

¢ Obtain landowner per- 
mission to retrieve game that 
has wandered onto private 
property. 

¢ Wear as much hunter or- 
ange as possible to increase 
visibility to other hunters. 

During hunting seasons, 
it’s also important for non- 
hunters to wear bright col- 
ors, especially hunter 
orange, and be aware of their 
surroundings when near 
woods or fields where hunt- 
ing may occur.

The smallest, and most 
stunning, wild canine 
species in Michigan is the 
red fox. Here are some fab- 
ulous, fun, and feisty facts 
about those cute, cunning, 
and captivating creatures: 

Name Game: The red 
fox’s scientific name is the 
double dip Latin quip 
Vulpes vulpes. Although 
somewhat unusual, an ani- 
mal having the same genus 
and species name is not 
unheard of. For example, 
other North American ani- 
mals, namely moose (Alces 
alces), and wolverines 
(Gulo gulo) share that tax- 
onomic tongue-twister. 
There are 12 species of 
true foxes in the world and 
red fox are the largest (a 
few others being kit foxes 
and Arctic foxes). 

Sizing them Up: Red fox 
are one of only three 
species of wild dogs (fam- 
ily Canidae) in the Mitten 
State, and are easily distin- 
guished from the much 
larger and grayish-brown 
colored coyote and gray 
wolf. Red fox can weigh as 
little as 3 pounds but some 
specimens have strained 
the scales at 24 pounds. 
They’re comparable in 
stature to a medium-sized 
dog and reach a length of 
34 inches from their nose 
to their flanks, anda 
height of up to 22 inches. 
Their luxurious tails can 
be almost as long as their 
entire body. 

Rather Red (but, not al- 
ways): The most distin- 
guishing feature of red fox 
is their vibrant fur color 
which is usually a light or 
dark orange. Despite its 
name, the species often 
produces individuals with 
other colorings, including 
leucistic and melanistic in- 
dividuals. Some of the 
most stunning individuals 
are a blend of red but with 
considerable black high- 
lights or even largely 
black. Illogically, this color 
morph is known as a silver 
fox. In the most common 
red morph the back of the 
ears and feet are black 
with a long tail that has 
dark guard hairs anda 
white tip. Their chest and 
belly is creamy white. Re- 
markably, their eyes can 
be dark brown, light 
brown, green or light yel- 
low! 

Stop Skulking: a group 
of foxes is called a skulk. 
That’s not to be confused 
with a confusion, yes a 
confusion, of wildebeests, 
a sleuth of bears, a parlia- 
ment of owls, or a caul-

Ephemeral Existence: 
Red fox have a relatively 
short life span which is 
usually 2-5 years. Captive 
animals have lived to the 
ripe old age of 12. 

Predator Prey Parame- 
ters: Fox are omnivorous. 
They primarily prey on 
small rodents, but also 
take rabbits, birds, rep- 
tiles, and invertebrates 
when available. They will 
gobble up some fruit and 
vegetable matter at times. 
Fox are vulnerable to at- 
tack by larger predators 
such as wolves, coyotes, 
and large raptors. 

Adaptable Animals: Red 
fox are highly resilient 
mammals and are found 
on five continents. They 
have the largest natural 
distribution of all land 
mammals other than those 
you might be hanging out 
with right now while read- 
ing this article. Yep, only 
Homo sapiens have a wider 
distribution than Vulpes 
vulpes! 

Kits and Kaboodles: 
Young foxes are known as

While that is hap- 
pening the male, some- 
times called a tod or

Later on, 
both mates hunt to provide 
food for the ravenous 
youngsters. 

Playful Pups: Fox kit be- 
havior is one of the most 
delightful things to watch. 
The little guys spend a 
great deal of time 
wrestling, pouncing, chas- 
ing, and even biting each 
other. It’s hilarious and 
fabulous for photo oppor- 
tunities! 

Dominance in the Den: 
The aforementioned “play 
behavior” actually takes 
place early on while the 
kits are still in the den. 
This play is purposeful, 
however, and establishes 
who’s the alpha fox and the 
pecking order of the sib- 
lings days before any of 
the kits emerge from their 
natal home. 

Dual Dwellings: It’s com- 
mon for foxes to have two 
dens that they can use 
while birthing and raising 
their little ones. The fe- 
male will move the litter if 
she feels threatened or if 
the food supply is better 


near the alternative den. 
It’s often perplexing, and 
concerning, to fox lovers 
and nature photographers 
who observe an active den 
one day and no more activ- 
ity thereafter. Fear not, it’s 
usually because the adults 
have moved the kits to the 
other abode. 

Amazing Athletes: Red 
fox would be stellar 
Olympic triathletes as they 
can run up to 30 miles an 
hour, jump a 6-foot high 
fence, and are skilled 
swimmers. 

Super Senses: Fox have 
amazing senses that help 
them to be skilled hunters. 
In fact, they can hear a 
mouse squeak from 100 
meters away. One study re- 
ported them to have the 
ability to hear a ticking 
watch from 40 meters! 

No Worries, Mate (well... 
.): Because of their adapt- 
ability to diverse environ- 
ments, red fox are 
considered a Least Con- 
cern species on the IUCN. 
In Michigan, their num- 
bers are steady although 
some biologists are con- 
cerned that increased coy- 
ote predation will puta 
dent in red fox popula- 
tions. They were intro- 
duced to Australia and are 
considered by the folks 
“Down Under” to be an in- 
vasive species harmful to 
native mammal and bird 
populations. 

Evolving Etymology: the 
slang term, “fox” or “foxy” 
to describe an attractive 
woman dates all the way 
back to late 1800’s college 
campuses. Ladies aren’t 
the only gender receiving 
such attention as an at- 
tractive man whose hair is 
going gray can be called a, 
“silver fox.” It’s also a 
term for someone who’s 
cunning as in, “he’s a sly 
fox!” 

Musical Matters: From 
Jimmy Hendrix’s, “Foxy 
Lady”-that was voted the 
150th all-time best song by 
Rolling Stone Magazine- to 
the obnoxious (yet popu- 
lar) “What Does the Fox 
Say?” these canines have 
often made it into our 
main stream music cul- 
ture. 

Just some terrific tidbits 
about those remarkable 
and rambunctious red fox. 
With any luck you'll hap- 
pen across one on your 
wild wanderings in the 
woods of the Wolverine 
state!
